London, Feb. 7.—Doubt as to the 


nature of the ceremonial to be ob- 
served at the opening of parliament 
February 14 has been set at rest by 
an official announcement that It has 
been definitely determined that Xiog 
Edward will open his first parliament 
with a full state ceremonial. The an- 
cient state coach, which has not been 
used since the prince consort's death, 
will be employed, and it goes immedi- 
ately to the coach builders for the 
renovation of Its costly panel paint- 
ings and gilt embellishments. The 
precedent of 1B86, th* last occasion 
on which Queen Victoria opened par- 
liament in person, will be followed. 


The entrance will be through the 


great gates under the Victoria tower, 
the sovereigns passing thence to the 
icblng room. 


It was a black marble stairway, 


which, for years, has been encased rn 
wood. Thence they will go through 
th* gallery and princes' chamber into 
the house of lords. 


It is understood that Sir Arthur 


Bigge. who was private secretary to 
Queen Victoria, will be appointed 
private secretary to the duke of Corn- 
wall and York. 


The order of dress for the peeretses 


ha* been drawn up. indicating that 
Queen Alexandra will accompany the 
king.

•ear black, court dress without
